New Delhi, the 11th April. 1997 

No. F. 711-6-1/ET/96.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of llie All India Council for 
Technical Education Act. 1987 (.32 of 1987). the All India Council for Technical Education hereby makes the following 
regulations to amend the All India Council for Technical Education (Grant of approval for starting new technical institutions, 
introduction of courses or programmes and approval of intake capacity of seats for the courses or programmes) Regulations. 
1994. namely ■— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called Uie All India Council for Technical Education (Grant of approval for starting 

new technical institutions, introduction of courses or programmes) Amendment Regulations, 1997, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the All India Council for Technical Education (Grant of approval for stalling new technical institutions, 
introduction of courses or programmes and approval of intake capacity of seats for the courses or programmes) 
Regulations. 1994 (hereinafter referred to as the said regulations), regulation 2 shall be rc-numbered as sub- 
regulation (1) thereof and after sub-regulation (1) as so rc-numbered. the follow ing sub-regulation shall be 
inserted, namely:— 

■(2) These regulations shall not’be applicable to the proposals relating to posi graduate courses for Master of 
Business Administration or equivalent. Master of Computer Application or equivalent, and all post graduate 
courses in the field of technical education." 

.3. In the said regulations.— 

(a) in regulation 3,— 

(i) for clause (b). the following clause shall be substituted, namely — 

"(b) Bureau AIB" means the Bureau All India Boards of Studies of the Council;' 

(ii) for clauses (d) and (e). the following clauses shall be substituted, namely :— 

'(d) "Bureau RDIf metins the Bureau of Research and Development Institute Interaction of the Council; 
(e) "Bureau ET" means the Bureau of Engineering and Technology of the Council:' 

(b) for the e.xpressions "Bureau BOS". "Bureau RA" and "Bureau RC”. wherev er they occur, the e.xpressions 
"Bureau AIB". “Bureau RDII". "Bureau ET'. shall respectively be substituted. 

4 In the said regulations, in regulation 4. in sub-regulation (2). in clause (ii). the words "in respect of profes¬ 

sional colleges” shall be omitted. 

.3 In the said regulations, in regulation 5.— 

(a) in sub-regulation (1).— 

(i) for the opening words “Forms application" the words "Forms of applicaiion" shall be substituted; 
(li) after the words "seats in the courses", the words "or for obtaining a letter of viability” shall in¬ 
serted; 

(b) in sub-regulation (2). after paragraph (c). the following paragraph shall be added, namely :— 

"(f) An application for obtaining letter of viability from the Council for starling a new technical 
institutions shall be made in Form VI.” 

ft. In the said regulations, in regulation 7. for sub-regulation (1). the following sub-regulation shall be substi¬ 

tuted. namely;— 

"(1) Every application for approval of the Council shall be submitted to n in triplicate with a copy each to the 
concerned agencies as per the provisions of these regulations" 

7 In the said regulations, for regulations 8 and 9. the following i-egulalions shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“8. Scnitlny of Applications :•— 

(1) On receipt of a copy of the application submitted to the Council for obtaining a letter of viability, the con¬ 
cerned University’ or the Directorate of Technical Education, having jurisdiction in the arcti in which the new 
technical institution is to be started, shall make arrangements for scrutiny and \ erification of the information 
contained therein. 

(2) If the University or the Directorate of Technical Education, as the case may be. desires to have a local 
inspection of the site, it may constitute its Local Inspection Committee (LlC) and under intimation to the 
applicant make such inspection of site. 
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(3) On receipt of the report of the Local Inspection Committee or after verification oftlie particulars contained 
in the applicantion to the satisfaction of the University or the Directorate of Technical Education as the 
case may be or by such other means as it may deem proper, it shall give its recommendations to the 
respective State Government or the University Grants Commission with a copy to the Council. 

(4) On receipt of the report containing the recommendations of the University or the Directorate of Technical 
Education, as the case may be, under sub-regulation (3), the State Government or the University Grants 
Commission, as the case may be, shall forward the report and its recommendations to the Council specifi¬ 
cally deaung with the viability of the proposal having regard to the following requireihents;— 

(a) Requirement of Land: 

The applicant shall identify suitable land for starting the new technical institutioa The minimum requirement 
of such land shall be as indicated in Table 1 below;

Notwitlistanding anything contained m clauses (a) and (b), the requirement of land and funds in the case of 
new institutions in Architecture, Hotel Management and Catering Technology, Pharmacy and Applied Arts 
and Crafts shall be as per the relevant norms and standards specified by the Council in respect of suCh institu¬ 
tions. 

Track record: Where the applicant is a registered society or trust it shall have a sound track record of running 
an educational institution for a minimum period of five years. 

In respect of every application submitted to the Council on or before the .31st December, the concerned 
agencies, namely, the concerned State Government, University or Directorate of Technical Education and the 
University Grants Commission, shall endeavour to forward their recommendations to it as expcnditiously as 
possible so as to enable the Council to state processing the applications by the 28tli February following. 

Subject to the provisions of sub-regulation 9, the Regional Committee or the Board of Studies, as the case 
may be, shall deliberate on the status of the various proposals and the recommendations of the State Govern¬ 
ment, University or the Directorate of Technical Education and University Grants Conunission thereon and 
give its recommendations to the Council by March 31. 

After considering the recommendations ofthh agencies concerned and after making such further enquiry as it 
may deem necessary, the Coimcil may, by 15th April,— 

issue a letter of viability on the proposal to the applicant stating therein that the proposal is viable and that the 
applicant may proceed to take further action for getting final approval of the Council under these 
regulations; or 

issue a letter of regret to the applicant stating therein the specific ground or grounds on which the application 
has been rejected: 

Provided that no applicaUon shall be rejected unless the applicant has been given a reasonable opportunity of 
being heard in the matter. 

While issuing a letter of viability under sub-regulation (7), the Council shall ask the applicant to submit by 
May 15 the following documents, alongwith tire application in Form I, namely :— 

Deed of registration of land relating to wonership/title of the applicant society/trust on the land earmarked for 
setting up of the new institution; 

A land use certificate from the authority concerned; and 

In case the applicant is running any other educational institution in the same premises where the new institu¬ 
tion is proposed to the set up, an irrevocable resolution of the applicant stating that sufficient area of the 
premises has been earmarked specifically for setting up the proposed institution. 

A Fixed money Deposit jointly in the name of applicant society/trust and Regional officer of the respective 
Regional Office as per the requirement specified in Table n of sub-regulation (4) for a period of ten years 
after which the applicant may apply to the Council to allow or use the funds for development purposes of the 
institutions. 

The accounts of tlic fund shall be maintained by the Regional Office. 

In case the applicant society/tmst docs not hold ownership right over the land, a Lease Agreement duly 
registered in its name for temporary accommodation for a minimum period of two years along with lay out 
plan and photographs of the premises. 

A master plan for the entire institutional complex with the details of the plinth area, including area of labora¬ 
tories, class rooms, drawing halls, workshops, library, administrative block, hostel, etc. shall be submitted 
along with the construction schedule, indicating estimated cost of construction involved. 

A registered undertaking on non-judicial stamp paper, stating that the institute shall abide by all the regula¬ 
tions, Norms, Guidelines and Standards of the Council. 

In case of applications for introduction of new courses or programme or for increase in tlie intake capacity of 
seats in any institution approved by the Council, the information about additional requirement of infrastructural 
and instructional facilities only shall be required to be furnished by May 15. 

An Expert Committee appointed by the Chairman of the Council shall, at the cost of the applicant, visit the 
premises of the proposed institution or existing institution, as the case may be, and verify all the details 
ftmished in the application, prior to final approval being given. 



(11 j The report of the Expert Comihittec and other relevant infonnalion obtained b\ the Council shall be placed 
before Executive Committee for its decision, 

(12) Subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (S). the final decision of ihc Council shall be communicated to the 
State Government concerned or the University Grants Comniission, the Um^ crsity or the Directorate of Tech¬ 
nical Education concerned, as the case may.be, the Regional Office concerned ;md the applicant by 15th June 
in case the application was made before the preceding .51st December. 

(1-5) The rejection of an application shall not disentitle an applicant to make fresh application for am subsequent 
academic year. 

(14) The Council shall, in every year, before 31st December publish the names of approved technical institutions. 
University Departments or deemed Universities conducting courses m icchincal education, the courses and 
programmes approved by die Council and the number of seals pcrmiltcd (annual intake capacity) for each 
course or programme and communicate relevant extracts of the same to the concerned authorities and agen¬ 
cies. 

1 1.5) A.11 institutions, courses and number of seats approved after publication of a lisi under sub-regulation (14) 

shall stand included in the relevant list. 

(In) fhe time schedule and sequences of processing applications for approved proposals shall be as given in the 
Schedule appended to these regulations : 

Provided that the Council may. for good and sufficient reasons to be recorded in writing, modify the time 
schedule in respect of any class or category' of applications. 

‘). Processing of application by bodies :— 

(1) The Council may' process the various applications made under these regulations through its following bodies,

Ad\ iscr Bureau Mini Power, representiitiy c of Tech¬ 
nical Bureau of the Ministiy of Human Resource Development. Department of Education and any other special invitees. 

9A. Returns of Central Goy ernment. -The Council shall furnish a quarterly progress to the Central Goy ernrnent 
indicating therein the progress of processing of applications by it for ihe periods ending the dates shon n in column (.3) of the 
Schedule appended to these regulations.”
